| trom that period they lived separate from the 
| mother, lis affection increasing daily for his wife, 
end continuing sv to do until his death, “All 
these were circumstances tending to show the 
probability that he intended to revoke his will, 
and make a more favourable dispogition of his 
property asregerled iis wife. His declarations 
also go to mainiain the probability, for he stated 
to his wife that he was sorry he ever made the 
will, and that the law would make a will forhim. 
Hy thet he must have meant that, by his dying 
intestate, his wife would be e.tiled to a moiety 
vt the personal estate, as also to dower. In or- 
der te sustain the paper propounded, he thought 
it ought to be shown that the will was not de- 
stroyed, er destroyed without hie consent, or 
that he never had it back from Mr. Whitmore, 
Mr. Whitmore swears positively that he took 
both the will, codicil, and bill of costs to the de- 
ceased's house, and gave them to the clerk, or 
maid servant, with instructions to deliver them 
to their master; and the widow of the 
swears positively that he received them, that he 
tore the will and codicil into four pieces and 
burnt them. It also appears that he afterwards 
went and paid the attorney the amount of the 
bill of costs, which supports the evidence of his 
receiving the will, Looking at all the circum- 
stances of thie case, and to the time when the 
will was made, and to all the probabilities of the 
case, he was of opinion that the deceased de- 
stroyed the will and died intestate, The enly 
difficulty he had in this case was to discover 
whet motive the mother could have in setting 
up Wiis sort of a case, for the widow and her 
inends had shown no concealment in any re- 
spect with regard to the will, There was no 
direct charge of spoliation alleged against the 
wilow, but ifthe paper in quewtion was to be 
admitied, the charge of spoliation would fall on 
no other person but the widow. There was no 
evidence at all to show that the widow ever wes 
aware of the contents of the will. The mother 
and brother set up this case, not charging the 
widow with spoliation, but charging her with di- 
rect perjury, because she swore that ber hus- 
band did get the will and destroy it. There was 
nothing to impeach he: testimony in that re- 
spect, there was no ground for the charge of 
perjury. Under allthe circumstances he could 
provounce the deceased to have died intestate; 
and shoukl aljudge Mrs. Anne Lilly (the mo- 
ther) to pay all the costs of the suit.

CONGRESS, 

In the Senate, on Wednesday, after the pre- 
sentation of various petitions and memorials, the 
resolution submitted on Tuesday by Mr. Holmes, 
calling for information from the Secretary of the 
Treasury, as to the deposites of the United 
States in the State Banks and Banks of the dis- 
trict of Columbia, and the « t still : 
ing in such Banks, ke. was considered and 
adopted. Bills were introduced on leave; seve- 
ral bills received their second reading; and the 
important bill providing for the payments of in- 
terest to certain states therein mentioned, for 
advances made by them during the late war, 
was, after a short discussiun, on motion of Mr. 
Smith of Maryland, postponed to, and made the 
order of the day for Monday next. 

In the House, besides the pr tation of up- 
wards of 60 memorials and petitions, among the 
former of which, was that of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Rail Road Company, to which, with nume- 
rous others, was attached the venerated name of 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton, the only surviving 
signer of the Declaration of Independence, pray- 
ing for an additional subscription on the part of 
the United States to the stock of the company, 
numerous bills passed through their appropriate 
stages. The principal of them was a bill re- 
ported from the Committee of Ways and Means, 
making an appropriation for repairing and Sitting 
out the Frigate Brandywine. The object of 
this appropriation, as explained by Mr. McDur- 
Fix, is to fit out a vessel to supply, on the West 
India station, the plece of the Hornet, which 
there is too much reason to apprehend has been 
lest. Upen the resolution, introduced by Mr. 
Davis of South Carolina, to grant the use of the 
books in “the Library of Congress to the Heads 
of the Departments and the members of the 
Corpse Lnplometique, a discussion ensued; and 
the resolution was finally, on motion of Mr. 
Tan or of New York, referred to the Commit- 
tee on the Library. 

Among the petitions presented on Tuesday, 
was one by Mr. Howard, from the Baltimore 
and Ohio Rail Road Company, praying for the 
aid of the Government. “ He stated that New 
York and Ponasylvania had great 
works of this character, by their own resources, 
but that the State of Maryland was unable to 
carry her great work through without that assist- 
ance which she thought it was one of the duties 
which the Federal Government was created to 
perform. He stated that the present capital of 
the Rail Road Company was four millions; and 
that it was his opinion that rail roads are destin- 
ed to be of vast importance in the internal com- 
munication and commerce of this country. The 
memorial was referred to the Committee on In- 
ternal Improvement.
